Then I went up Tenth street, on the hunt 
for a box factory that I had heard employed 
giris. I finally found it on the first floor of a 
forlorn old bullding. 

Four girls, all Jewesses, were at work in 
one dimly-lighted room. They were turning 
out large brown paper boxes, the kind mil- 
liners use to pack light articles in. I 
watched one girl a moment. She was very 
dexterous. First the pasteboard folded, 
then the paper covering pasted on corners, 
smoothed over with a stick, a final slap or 
two on first this side, then that, as she 
whirled the box around, and it was finished. 

On being told that the boss was across 
the hall, I stepped over, to be met by an un- 
tidy-looking man in his shirt sleeves, whose 
half shut eyes and generally disagreeable 
expression repulsed me. 

I asked if there was any place for me in 
the factory, and this is what he said in 
reply: ; 

“You're too pretty a girl to be hunting a 
place. What do you want with work? Come 
in here, I want to have a talk with you,” 
and with a leer that froze the blood in my 
veins he motioned for me to enter a room 
just back of where we stood. I started to the 
front door—my only desire to escape a5 
quickly as possible, Down the steps I tore 
and out into the street, my heart palpitating 
with fright, nor did I stop to take breath 
till the box factory and its hateful occupant 
were many squares behind. 

Peter Casey & Co., 416 Lucas avenue, also 
shirt manufacturer, came next. 

I climbed a dark pair of stairs and met 
a sad-eyed little stenographer, who told me 
to weit and she would send for the fore- 
man. He came presently, and I stated my 
plea, The same story—no room—no possible 
Chance for a new girl with their old hands 
latd off to the number of a hundred. He 
kindly told me to try Rice, Stix & Co., on 
St. Charles street, and thither I bent my 
steps. 

The forewoman here took an interest in 
my welfare that encouraged me. She was so 
motherly I hadn’t the courage to lie again, 
but*said simply that I had just come to 
St. Louis and must have honest work of 
some kind at once. 

“My dear, we have nothing for you, I am 
sorry to say. We only take beginners to 
teach twice a Year—in June and January. 
No, you couldn't iearn anything by merely 
standing over a girl at her machine, and 
you see all our machines are in use. A girl 
must be on the watch nowadays to keep 
her place, I can tell you. We are not :run- 
ning full time now, and I hear the girls talk- 
ing to each other about the crocheting and 
Sewing they do at home nights t 
every penny they can.” . 

We stood close by a laundry table as we 
talked. ; ' 

“You see those girls,” she said, pointing 
to four stout laundresses who were putting 
a beautiful polish on shirt bosoms. “Or- 
dinarily we employ 12, but now times are 
so dull 8 are laid off, and I do not know 
when they will be taken on again. Let me 
give you some advice. You don’t look 
suited to factory work a bit. This morning 
at the breakfast table in my boarding house 
I happened to hear a young lady, who is 
stenographer in an art gallery down town, 
say there was a vacancy there. I think that 
would be just the place for you. Of course, 
this is only a chance—it may be taken by 
this time, but there is no harm in trying, 
and you may get the place. Ask for Miss 
Taylor, and be sure to say Mrs. Brady, the 
Mrs. Brady of Rice, Stix & Co., sent you.” 


Buoyed up by her kind words and the 
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thought of a possible place, I started for 
the gallery, which proved to be the Metro- 
politan Art Museum, 
street. Several young women in corduroy 
shirt waists were flitting about, vigorously 
chewing gum, and one condescended to give 
my message to Miss Taylor, who was busy 
at the time. ™ 

I. waited, and fir lly she came, a fash- 
ionably dressed young woman with 4 
haughty expression that intensified as she 
saw the shabby: person who had asked for 
her. A glance that took me in from 
top to toe, and then the words: “Well, 
what is it?’ in freezing tones. 

I told my story, hoping that the magical 
name of Mrs. Brady might have effect, 
but vain was the hope. 

Another icy glance and the words: ““We 
have nothing for you here. The vacancy 
was filled this morning,”” and away she 
swept. “4 

The office boy... wiligh ba ad taken in th 
tle ae gave me‘a prodigious wink of 
sympathy as I went out the door, and 
screwed up his face in derision as he gazed 
after Miss Taylor's departing sweep of 
skirts. Evidently she was not a favorite 
of his. I smiled at his comical look, even 
though I felt the least little bit discour- 
eged. This place had seemed so sure, 

I now took another look at my list. Baer, 
Seasongood & Co., clothing, 717 Washington 
avenue,. were next. I asked if they em- 
ployed girls and was told that they bought 
from tailors who had shops where women 
worked. They gave me the names of sev- 
eral, and after considerable difficulty and 
many inquiries I finally found a little He- 
brew girl who offered to take me to the 
shop of her father, Wroble by name. The 
place is on the corner of Biddle and Tenth 
streets—a three-story building, vary dilap- 
idated. We went up two flights of filthy 
stairs, down a long black hall and into a 
low-cellinged room full of tables and ma- 


months. 

So on Saturday morning I started out 
tolerably hopeful. From the directory I 
obtained the names of some wholesale 
clothing dealers, and these I determined to 
try first, for I knew how to sew a little both 

by hand and by machine. I walked down 
Lucas avenue till @ large building on the 
corner of Tenth street caught my eye. 

The windows bore in large gilt letters 
the name of Marx & Haas Jeans Clothing 
Co., and this I resolved would be the first 
place. I would try. An obliging colored 
porter outside, busily engaged in polishing 
the plate glass, told me which door to take 
in order to see the boss. I walked into the 
Office and was directed by a portly gentle- 
man to the top floor where the shop was. 
I made my entrance into the first large shop 
I had evér seen where girls are working 
A deafening whirr of machinery almost 
Gazed me for a moment. Then I walked 
out into the enormous room with big win- 
dows on two sides, letting in a flood of light. 

There were a dozen long tables ranged 
along one side, and seated at each were 
about sixteen girls, whose heads were bent 
over garments and whose hands and arms 
moved with lightning swiftness as their 
needles flashed in and out in ceaseless stitch- 
ing. My heart sank as I watched them. 
Would I ever be able to wield a needle as 
fast as that? 

For just one minute my courage failed. 
It was my first attempt at hunting work, you 
know. Then I pulled my wits together and 
eaid to myself: “Lucy Hosmer, it’s life or

upon the old Hebrew Scriptures by a re- 
pudiation of the theo of the Declaration 
of Independence that vernment rests on 
the consent of the governed. The ion 
of the North in the civil war and of the 
soldiers at the Chicago riots were, he said, 
the answers of the American people’to that 
proposition. 

The question of the authority of Govern- 
ment, said Dr. Abbott, had always per- 
plexed thinkers. One theory was that law 
should be enforced by the superior on the 
inferior, with a penalty for violation. That 
underlay all despotic forms of government. 

he second theory was that government 
rested on the consent of the governed. Our 
fathers had adopted that theory and placed 
it in the Declaration of Independence. It 
was founded upon the proposition advanced 
by Rousseau that all men were born free 
and had surrendered their rights for the 
good of government. 

“When Horace Greeley said, ‘Let the err- 
ing sister g0,' we had answered that 
theory. When we, with muskets, faced the 
rioters at ogee who demanded that we 
govern them only with their, consent—that 
was America’s answer to the declaration 
that government rests on the consent of the 
governed. It still stands in the Declaration 
of Independence; but we no longer believe 
in it nor in thé philosophy on which i is 
founded. >

AND HIS SALARY. 


SECRETARY PLAYER WANTS TO 
PAY IT INTO COURT. 


IS CLAIMED BY HALF A-DOZEN. 


Work Director Penny for 
His Appointment. 


Suit filed Monday by Secretary James Y. 
Player of the School Board against John 
McNelii and others reveals by inference more 
of the methods in vogue in the present sys- 
tem of school government. 

McNeil is the discharged janitor of 
L’Ouverture School, who, in the depositions 
taken in the office of Alderson & McEntire, 
gave testimony so damaging to School Di- 
rector Penny and “Bob’’ Carroll, one of 
Senator Butler's henchmen in the Nine- 


teenth Ward. 

McNeil’s co-defendants are J. Milton 
Turner, a prominent colored politician; 
Thonras Skidmore, formerly a deputy Sher- 
iff, and well known in local politics, and 
Director Charles G. Penny himself. 

McNell testified in his deposition that he 
had to “give up’’ to Carroll to get the job” 
of janitor, and that he purchased large 
bills of s from Penny for which he had 
no use because he thought one good turn 
deserved another. For these bills ‘and others 
Be gave orders onthe Schoo! Board treasur- 

ry.

Mr. Player had paid Collins $7, 
when McNeil came back and demanded the 
entire $52. Penny, Skidmore and Turner also 
entered conflicting claims for the money. 

Finally McNeil sued Player in Justice 
Spaulding’s Court, Nov. 12, for the $52 and 
the case is to be heard next Saturday. 

Mr. Player asks that McNeil be enjoined 
from prosecuting the suit; that he be al- 
lowed to pay into court the $45 remaining 
after he paid Collins the $7, and that the 
defendants be compelled to fight it out in 
court among themselves. 


ARBUCKLE’S FUNERAL. 


The Remains Will Be Taken to Denver 
for Interment. ‘ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of Frank P. Ar- 
buckle, the millionaire mine owner of Den- 
ver, who was found dead last’ Thursday 
morning on Eighth avenue, toek place Sun- 
day in St. Chrysostom’s tant Epis- 
copal Church. Rev. Thomas H. Sill, the 
rector of the chapel, officated, assisted by 
the Rev.: Dr. Rich, pastor of the church of 
which the deceased was a member in Den- 
ver.

Then, too, the discussion is apt to 
‘awaken latent tastes and unsatisfied long- 
ings that it would play hob with the family 
purse to satisfy.

quotable at 26 cents a pound. 

If the dinner is to embrace game one 
can go as high as $2.50 for a pair of. can- 
vas back duck.

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TRADING WAS RATHER LIGHT.

1 1-4 Cents in an Hour. 


Décember wheat started up again Mon- 
day and gained 1%c during the first hour. 

The opening price was %\c, the same as 
Saturday's close. 

Trading was very light, but there was a 
steady advance, based largely on @ general 
impression among the traders that later 
reports would show a heavy decrease in the 
visible supply. 

There was nothing in the early morning 
news calculated to give the market either 
a bullish or a bearish tendency. 

While very heavy world’s shipments were 
bulletined, this fact did not have the ord- 


inary bearish effect, as it was offset by the 


report that the receipts in the Northwest 


were very light. 
The shipments from Russia alone were 


5,856,000 bushels more than half the entire 
world’s shipments, which amounted to 
9,400,000 bushels. 

This was rather a setback to the bulls, 
who had all along been claiming that the 
Russian crop had been exhausted. 

Still the belief that the reports would 
show that the visible supply had fallen off 
at least 1,500,009 bushels kept the market 
on the rise. ; 

From 85\%c at the opening the price went 
as high as 86%c, but dropped back to 86c. 

There was a iull and an advance to 86\c, 

A slightly increased local cash demand 
sent the market back to 86%c. 

No trading was done and the market re- 
mained at that point until 11 o’clock. 

At that hour the report on the visible 
supply was received. 

A decrease of 1,037,000 bushels was shown. 

This was a smaller decrease than had been 
expected. The result was an almost im- 
mediate drop to 86%c, but the market 
quickly strengthened up to 86%c on receipt 
of information that several large shipments 
for export had been made. 

The-market weakened after noon, drop- 


ping off to 8%c on sales, but strengthened 
back to 86\4c. 

At 1 o’clock advices from the Agricultur- 
al Department containing bullish news on 


‘the Argentine and Russian crops sent the 


market up to 86%c. 

St. Louis led the markets of the United 
States on call Monday. New York was 
854c, while St. Louis was 8u%c. The local 
market has led all with the exception of 
New York during the entire bulge.

DR. ROBARTS’ THEORY IN Con- 
DUCTING X-RAY EXPERIMENTS. 


HIS DEMONSTRATION TO-NIGHT. 


ae 


He Will Try to Throw Shadows Direct- 
ly On to the Sight Center of 
the Human Brain. 


The experiments with the X ray on the 
blind, which are to be commenced Monday 
evening by De. Heber Robarts at his office, 
0914 MoPrah street, have aroused a remark- 
able degree of interest since their announce. 
ment’in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

This is due nét only to the weird mystery 
of this new-found power, which peers into 
the hidden recesses of our bodies, but also 
because of the possibilities it may have ip 
store for the future happiness of the blind. 

None understands more thoroughly than 
Dr. Robarts the flimsy fabric of which these 
hopes are made; but he also realizes that 
all the great discoveries which make the 
world of to-day what it is were once as ap- 
parently utopian as are those that some 
day images of the outer world may be en- 
graven upon the brains of men whose eyes 
have long been sightiess or even utterly 

estroyed. 

(Or Robarts admits to begin with that all 
his ideas upon this subject are based upon 
a physiological premise commonly accepted 
as true, but which still with later acquire- 
ments of science may be demonstrated to 
have been false. In this latter case the 
theories evolved by the physician would 
necessarily suffer. 

This premise is that the portion of the 
brain wherein the sensation of sight is 
received and elaborated is the corpora 

mina. 

OTe thee mind of the layman this ex- 
ression means practically nothing, but 
9r. Robarts expl@ins it by saying that it 

is a part of the brain lying between the ce- 

rebum and the cerebellum, or, in other 
words,between what are commonly known as 
the large and small brains. 

Many physicians hold that the retina of 
the eye is essential to sight. The retina 
is the mirror whereon images of material 
objects are thrown reversed. These images 
or pictures are carried by the optic nerve, 
which is in opposition to the retina, to 
the quadra gemina, where it is elaborated 
and in the normal man communicated. to the 
eeat of consciousness in the cerebrum. 

But first, as will be seen f this state- 
ment, the image must reach the sight cen- 
ter. Upon this all scientists are practically 


reed. 
ms Dr. Robarts takes the position that 
the retina is not essential to sight. 
words, he holds, not dogmatically, but in 
theory, and for the purpose of scientific in- 
vestigation, that if the shadow of the object 
can be transmitted to the quadra gemina, 
or sight center, in any manner than by 
means of the retina that this portion of the 
brain will grasp it, elaborate it and pass 
- - the cerebrum the consciousness of 
sight. j 

This ie the end he hopes to accomplish 
by means of the X ray. It will make no dif- 
ference whether the rays go through empty 
“re bali sockets or through the back of the 
akull. In his belief the shadow will be im- 
planted upon the center and thus perceived. 

In discussing his theory Dr. Robarts said: 

“The demonstration of this int will 
take time. I feel convinced myself that the 
retina is not an essential to sight. I be- 
lieve that a shadow thrown on the quadra 
gemina by the X ray will certainly be per- 
ceived. he subject will not know what it 
is, but he will have a new sensation. 

“We should remember in all this that the 
retina of the human being’s eye has n 
educated from the moment of birth. A 
child does not know its mother when first 
it looks upon her. By degrees it comes to 
know what sight is. It differentiates be- 
tween objects reflected on the retina as it 
grows older. 

“Now, of course, if a- shadow should be 
thrown upon the quadra gemina where there 
is no retina, it will reach the center by an 
entirely new process. A man’s hand may 
not look like a man’s hand when transmit- 
ted In thig manner, but education—continued 
casting of shadows upon that portion of the 
brain, should lead to an ability to mote dis- 
tfictions between objects and eventually to 
a thorough comprehension or vision of them 
ll 


all, 

“Where the retina has not been destroyed, 
and the optic nerve is unimpaired, there 
is little question that blind penny may be 
made to see. Forinstance, I have shut my 
own eyes and have looked into the fluor- 
oscope at my own hand have seen it. 
In this case, of.course, there was the image 
on the retina unquestionably. The rays 
pierced the eyelid, thus imprinting the 
picture so that wi t undue optimism it 
may be said that the rays will eventually 
be made to serve persons thus afflicted, 
to a greater or less extent. 

“As to those more seriously affected we 
shall see.’’ . 

Dr. Robarts has three blind persons 
who have offered themselves for his expe- 
riments Monday evening. One of them has 
not seen in fifteen years. His eyes were 
destroyed in an explosion. One of the eye 
balls was blown clear out, so that the 
socket is empty. The other eye has a 
thick opaque growth over it such as is 
often seen, Even when the man looks at 
the sun it does not affect him, although 
he sometimes thinks he can see the shadow 
of his hand as he moves it across his line 
of vision.

TRELGN OF TERROR 


N GUANTANAMG, 


MORE THAN SIXTY INOFFENSIVE 
PERSONS MURDERED. 


A NUMBER OF SKIRMISHES. 


Many Guerrillas and Firemen Are De- 
serting the Spanish and Join- 
ing the Cuban Army. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—A local paper this 
morning publishes the following correspond- 
ence frcm Santiago de Cuba, under date of 
Nov. 12: 

There is a reign of terror in Guantanamo. 
Every night pacificos are taken from their 
homes, conducted to the outskirts of the 
town and there butchered. More than sixty 
inoffensive persons have been murdered in 
that way since the middle of October, 

Gens. Linarez and Cara del Roy, with 2,000 
men, were defeated Nov. 10 by Mendoza and 


Freiere at Barrocoa, near Caminos. The 
Spanish fled, leaving many killed and 
wounded, among the latter a Colonel. The 
women, including the Colonel, were cared 
for by some women living near. When the 
Spaniards afterwards returned to get their 
wounded they arrested and shamefully 
treated the women. 

On the 9th the Spanish Commander Ar- 
danaz, with a large column, was defeated 
by the rebel leader Torres, near the wharf 
of Banes (Holguin), where there is a fort. 
The rebels laid a wire cable across the 
harbor entrance, so when the gunboat 
Vicente Tanez went to protect the Spanish 
column she could not get in. She retired in 
a shower of bullets, after losing two men 
killed. The Spanish column again fought 
the insurgents on its return in Ionfa De 
on Angeles and suffered considerable 
oss. 

Commander Garrido’s guerrillas and regu- 
lars were defeated on the 10th by Brig. 
Bonne. Garrido was severely wounded in 
the right leg. His horse was killed under 
him. Almost the entire force of guerrillas 
joined the rebels.

THEIR MURDERED COMRADES. 


Killing of Cuban Medical Students to 
Be Commemorated. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—The Cuban Pro- 


fessional Club, Oscar Primelies, will com- 
memorate on Friday the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the shooting of eight medical 
students by the Spanish Volunteers at Ha- 
vana. At 1 o’clock a. m., a requiem mass 
will. be celebrated at the Church of St. 
Leo, Fr. Ducey will officiate and pronounce 
a funeral oration. At 8 o’clock in the even- 
Oe meeting will be held at Chickering 
all, 

The shooting of the Havana medical 
students was an example of Spanish bar- 
barity in Cuba. On Nov. 22, 1871, the medical 
class went, as usual, to the San Dionisio 
Hospital, and, learning that the teacher 
was absent, decided to spend their unex- 
pected recess in the adjoining cemetery. On 
the 25th the boys were surprised to see Don 
Dionisio Lopez Roberts, Civil Governor of 
Havana, appear at the class-room and say, 
with anger: “One of you has desecrated 
the grave of Don Gonzalo Castanon. If you 
do not say who did it you will all be held 
responsible for the crime.”’ 

The students defended themselves as best 
they could, but in vain. All were taken 
to jail, excepting a Spaniard, who, the 
Governor as could not have done such 
infamy. Without any investigation the vol- 
unteers demanded the lives of the medical 
students, and although it would have been 
easy to go to the cemetery and see that the 
tomb was untouched, the authorities sub- 
mitted to the volunteers’ demands and the 
prisoners were “court martialled.” 

The council sentenced to death eight of the 
forty-one students. Thirty-two were con- 
demned to hard labor, One of them is now 
Dr. Ricardo Gaston, President of the club. 
The remaining student, Octavio Smith, was 
acquitted. He was an American citizen,

RESOLUTIONS ON A BOYCOTT. 


The Fight on the Post-Dispatch Is a 
Blow at the Liberties of 
the People. 


The St. Louis Workingmen’s Bryan Club 
Council of Delegates. met at 604 Market 
street at 2:30 p. m. Sunday to continue the 
consideration of the Constitution and by- 
laws of the club, Good progress was made 
in this direction and several of the knetty 
proMiems that have presented themselves 
for settlement were thoroughly discussed 
and disposed of. Messrs. A. S..: Leitch, 
Owen Miller and F.’ Kowalsky were elected 
members of the Executive Committee. 

The question of recognizing the able work 
of Col. Chas. H. Jones and the Post-Dis- 
patch in the recent campaign and the advis- 
ability of taking. some action with regard 
to the boycott of the paper by certain busi- 
ness houses of the city was brought up and 
the following resolutions were unanimously 
passed: 

“Whereas, It has come to the knowledge 
of the St. Louis Workingmen’s Bryan Club 
that the threat made by certain business 
houses of this city during the recent cam- 
paign that the Post-Dispatch would be sub- 
jected to an advertising boycott by the with- 
drawal of advertising support by said 
houses, has been put into effect and mer- 
chants who advertised regularly with the 
Post-Dispatch for years are now with- 
holding their advertisements, and some of 
them having regular advertising contracts 
with the paper that are yet in force are re- 
fusing to carry out their contracts, and 

““‘Whereas, Such action can have but one 
meaning, viz., that any newspaper daring 
to advocate the cause of the common people 
will be subjected to punishment when its 
opinions do not suit its advertisers, and said 
advertisers, under the coercion of pluto- 
cratic banks and money lenders and cor- 
poration influence can be used as an in- 
strument for depriving the common people 
of all newspaper support, and thus deal a 
deadly blow at free speech and a free press, 
and ~ 7 

“‘Whereas, The facts as above set forth 
have been carefully verified, are apparent 
and can be proven by a comparison of the 
advertising columns of the Post-Dispatch 
with those of other St. Louls newspapers, 
which it has long exceeded in circulation 
and in advertising patronage, we believe 
they justify and make necessary some ac- 
tion to counteract the effect of such an 
un-American boycott; therefore, be it 

*““Resolved, That the St. Louis Working- 
men’s Bryan Club hereby appeals to' all 
workingmen and to. all believers in the 
American principle of fair play to watch 
the columns of the Daily and Sunday Post- 
Dispatch and to do their trading and urge 
their friends to do their trading with those 
business houses that advertise in the Daily 
and Sunday Post-Dispatch; and, be it fur- 
ther br 
“Resolved, That we suggest the forming 
of clubs of workingmen to subscribe for 
the Post-Dispatch and show their appre- 
ciation of its good work and their support 
of its editor by increasing its circulation.” 


The meeting adjourned till Friday night, 
after authorizing the Executive Commit- 
tee to fit up suitable headquarters, It is 
the intention of the club to have a down- 
town headquarters, where all members can 
get together and the meetings of the coun- 
cil and various committees can be held.. 
Literature on municipal government, the 
silver question and other economic prob- 
lems, the daily papers and current pe- 
riodicals treating of matters of interest 
to the organization will be placed in the 
headquarters. 
The club hopes to get through with the 
preliminary work of organization and be in 
Shape to discuss and take definite action 
along the lines which it believes will be 
of practical benefit to the city. The mem-

SCHOOL BOARD 
WINS ITS GASB. 


CONSEQUENTLY THE CITY IS 
MUCH MORE IN THE HOLE. 


HEATING CONTRACTS VALID. 


Civic Federation Is Out With a Hand 
Bill Calling for Action to 
Abolish the Board. 


The . injunction restraining the School 
Board from consummating its contract with 
the Peck-Williamson Heating and Ventilat- 
ing Co. has been dissolved-by Judge Val- 
liant. 

Fifteen minutes after the decision was 
rendered a dodger was on the street, issued 
by the Civic Federation, headed as follows: 


“Our School Board greater than our 
courts. Judge Valliant decides the injunc- 
tion suit in their favor. Join the Civic 
Federation and help to abolish the board.” 

The circular created a sensation. 

In a lengthy written opinion, Judge Val- 
liant dwells on the powers of the Board, the 
effect-of his decision being to etill further 
enlarge them. 

Lawyers Alderson and McEntire, repre- 
senting A. L. Berry, the plaintiff, imme- 
diately filed a motion for a rehearing. 

The suit was the first one in which the 
School Board was ever regularly charged 
with frayd. ‘On this phase Judge Valliant 
states that the evidence as to fraud which 
would be considered by him would be con- 
fined to that bearing on the fraud specified. 
This evidence was that showing violation of 
a long-standing rule of the bo and that 
exorbitant prices were to be paid under 
the contract. 

Before considering the evidence, Judge 
Valliant discussed the powers of the board 
about as follows: ‘ 

“The School Board is a corporation char- 
tered by a special act of the Legislature in 
1833. Under that charter the board has full 
power to make contracts of the character 
of the contract in question. The character 
of the appliances, the prices to be paid for 
the same, are matters which the Leg- 
islature has seen fit to intrust to the judg- 
ment of the School Board. The Legislature 
has not seen fit to trammel the board b 
prescribing the method for the letting of the 
same. With other public institutions the 
law is different.”’ 

Here the method prescribed for the Board 
of Public Improvements is cited. 

“Therefore,"’ proceeds Judge Valliant, “the 
action of the hool Board cannot be im- 

eached on the ground of want of author- 
ty, nor that it acted with bad judgment. 
There is an important limitation, however, 
implied in the charter that this power must 
be exercised in good faith.’”’ 

Judge Valliant then discusses the rule 
involved, on the line of the oral opinion 
while the case was pending, that the rule 
was made by the board to govern the Build- 
ing Committee. He adds about as follows: 

“But if the Board should make and pub- 
lish a rule to the effect that it would make 
such contracts only in advertisement and 
competitive bids, and should violate the rule, 
while that would not invalidate the con- 
tract, it would be a circumstance to be con- 
sidered when the good faith of the trans- 
action is challenged.”’ 

Judge Valliant holds that the violation 
was adequately explained by the defense 
on the ground that, having advertised for 
a steam system, it had not money to pay 
for it and was forced to adopt the cheaper. 

On the question of exorbitant price, he 
holds the preponderance of testimony to 
be in faver of the board, citing the testi- 
mony of Col. Smead, one of plaintiff's 
witnesses, who, On cross-examination, in- 
creased his estimate of the actual cost to 
— contragtor to more than thé contract 
price. 


DAFT AND DANGEROUS. 


Old Gotleib Fuele Tries to Murder His 
Daughter. 


Gotleib Fuele, aged 87, was arrested Sun- 
day evening at his home, 2611 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, his grandson having reported 


that Fuele had suddenly become violently 
insane and that the lives of the family were 
in ger.

GIVE THEM ROPE. 


Ever since the election, various news- 
papers have been interviewing the Re- 
publican and also the silver Senators as 
to their intentions regarding tariff legis- 
lation at the approaching session of 
Congress. A considerable variety of view 
has been developed even among the Re- 
publicans. But it seems pretty certain 
that the silver Senators will prevent the 
enactment of a tariff bill, even if the 
Republicans could agree upon one. 

The proposition to resurrect and pass 
the Dingley bill is obviously foredoomed 
to failure. That bill was a mere make- 
shift, ostensibly designed to increase the 
revenue but really aimed at the free list, 
which was the only valuable feature of 
the Wilson bill. The Democratic and sil- 
ver Senators will not allow the Repub- 
icans to pass this makeshift and then 
use it as an excuse for abandoning 
further tariff legislation by the Fifty- 
fifth Congress. 

The silver men feel that the Repub- 
licans are now in power and should place 
their policies definitely before the country 
for its verdict.: Mark Hanna said the 
other day that Protection won the fight 
for McKinley in the agricultural West. 
Senator Chandler claims that McKinley 
was elected on the Protection issue, and 
not om the money issue, as he would have 
been defeated on the latter alone. This 
being so, the Republicans should be per- 
itted to enact their protective tariff 
bill. If they want to restore the McKinley 
bill, known as the “Bill of Abominations,” 
let them do it. 

No obstructive tactics should be re- 
sorted to by the Democrats or free silver 
men. The Republicans should be given 
free rope.. It' should be insisted upon, 
however, that they act honestly by the 
people. They have promised a highly 
protective tariff. The opportunity to re- 
deem their promise must be given them.

HOW WILL IRRIGATION COMEP 


The recent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court upholding the validity of 
irrigation district bonds issued in Cali- 
fornia may mean great hardship for thou- 
sands of poor settlers in semi-arid lands. 
It may be found to méan, in course of 
time, the-practical confiscation of thou- 
sands of acres and the aggrandizement 
of great landed interests. The power to 
tax is the power to destroy. 

But an ultimate and not very remote 
result will be the transformation of the 
semi-arid and arid lands into a great 
agricultural region. The fifth annual ses- 
siom of the National Irrigation Congress 
which is to meet at Phoenix, Ariz., Dec. 
15, will attract more attention than has 
been accorded all of its predecessors. 
With the highest judicial sanction in the 
country behind it the Congress will now 
stand on solid and practical ground, an 
advantage it has never had before. 

If it uses its power well and wisely it 
can long postpone, if not entirely pre- 
vent, the evils which will certainly grow 
out of its arbitrary exercise of that power. 
It can make the taxation on land cover 
such a period of time that itgcan be borne 
and the lands remain jn fee with their 
present holders, i 

Irrigation is certainly coming. We 
shall watch the Phoenix Congress with 
solicitude to see whether it comes in 
justice or im oppression and robbery.

SLAVS, HUNGARIANS AND IRISH- 
AMERICANS MIXED UP. 


OVER TWENTY WERE INJURED. 


They Cut and Slashed and Thumped 
Each Other With Painful, but 
Not Fatal, Results. 


CLEVBPLAND, O., Nov. 23.—Almost the 
entire population living on Franklin avenue 
hill, composed largely of Slavs, Hungarians 
and Irish-Americans, with the exception of 
the women and babies, turned out en masse 
last night in an effort to cut, stab and slash 
each other's heads. In fact, it was the 
bloodiest battle of the year around the 
river front and Columbus street districts. 

Blood of the combatants dyes the roadbed 
of the hill and makes for the time being 
the scene of the battle a revolting spectacle. 

Fully forty men were ¢rom the start to 
finish engaged in the terrible encounter. As 
far as could be learned at least twenty per- 
sons were more or less seriously injured, but 
the following are the only ones whose 
names could be learned: 

Sylvester Carter, aged 60 years, five cuts 
on back and six cuts in head; will probably 
die. 

James Carter, aged 2 years, four cuts 
in head: will recover. 

John Sprends, aged 33, clubbed on head: 
will recover. 

Joseph Sprends, 19 years, clubbed on back 
and head: not seriously injured. 

Wm. wx mea’ A aged 24, cut in back and 
head repeatedly; seriously injured and may 
die 


Adam Shierman, aged 33, cut in right 
shoulder; not serious. 

Michael Zebeck, aged 30; 
injured. 

Anton Ballask, aged 21, clubbed; not se- 
riously hurt. 

John Kuswhler, aged 24, cut about face 
and teeth dislocated; not seriously hurt. 

A number of others were injured, but 
their names cannot be learned. 

The fight started on the street between 
James Carter and John Sprends over a very 
trivial matter. Carter jostled Sprends ‘in 
passing, which led to angry words and later 
to a fight. Other men soon came upon the 
scene, among whom were the friends of both 
of the combatants, and within a few min- 
utes there was a throng of fighting and 
cursing men armed with knives and clubs, 
which were used with bloody effect. 

At the height of the fight there was a cry 
of police as a patrol wagon filled with 
blue-coats came dashing down the hill., 
Many of the participants in the battle fled, 
but a number, who were rendered uncon- 
scious or too badly injured to escape, were 
piled into the patrol wagon and taken to 
the police station. Others. were removed in 
ambulances to the hospital. It is said that 
there is a broken head to-day in nearly 
every house on the hill.

The Secretary of Agriculture Gives 
Figures on Farm Production, Ex- 
ports and Laborers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—Secre- 
tary Morton, in his fourth annual report, 
shows that with $280,000, which may be 
saved from the appropriations for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, ‘there will have been 
covered back into the Treasury since March 
7, 1893, over $2,000,000, out of a total appro- 
priation of $11,179,455. That this great 
economy was effected without any loss of 


efficiency he attributes in a large degree to 
the improvement in the personnel of the 
force under civil service rules, which he de- 
Clares to be “absolutely indispensable to 
the maintenance of an economic and effi- 
—; administration of the public ser- 
vice.’”’ 

During the fiscal year just ended the ex- 
ported products of American farms aggre- 
gated -$570,000,000, an increase of $17,000,000 
over the preceding year. In spite of this 
there was a falling off in the percentage 
of agricultural products exported to the 
total exports, but this was due to the un- 
precedented sales abroad of American 
manufactured goods. The largest market 
for our products is admitted to be the home 
market, for the export trade is the regu- 
lator, the balance wheel for domestic trade. 
It follows that the interest of the manufac- 
turer, as well as the farmer, is found in the 
most rapid possible increase of the export 
of farm products. General prosperity 
depends absolutely upon agricultural pros- 
perity, and any commercial system which 
will increase with celerity and extend with 
certainty the export of our farm products, 
will be of the utmost advantage to agricul- 
ture and all those interested in its profitable 
expansion. 

Under the foregajng conditions about 1,700,- 


000 laborers of the American farms are con- 


stantly employed in developing agricultural 
products for exportation. At the same time, 
with a rapidly increasing export of manu- 
factured articles from the United States

MRS. MAYBRICK A WRECK. 


The Health of Oscar Wilde Is Also 
Wretched. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—Concerning the condi- 

tion of Mrs. Maybrick and Oscar Wilde, a 

| high official connected with the prison at 
Wormwood Scrubbs, says: 

““Mrs. Maybrick is a complete mental and 
physical wreck. I wish to say that this con- 
dition is not due to prison treatment, but 
is the direct result of confinement, and 
mental worry. While she is not insane, her 
condition borders closely upon it. She has 


not been at Wormwood Scrubbs for many 
months, but is now in the smaller prison at 
Aylesbury, in Buckinghamshire. She has all 
the cunning of an insane person. This is 
shown, by the faat that she has twice en- 
deavored to commit suicide, once nearly 
successfully, despite the strict and search- 
ing watch to which she is constantly sub- 
jected. Since these attempts the watch to 
which she has subjected precludes 
another such repetition. : 

“She was not, in my opinion, ever proven 
guilty. I am firmly of the belief that she 
will not survive another year of prison life. 
She has now been in confinement since July, 


1889. 

“Oscar Wilde was also removed from the 
Scrubbs a short time ago. He ig at Read- 
ing. His health is also wretched, and he 
seems aged and broken. He has spent much 
time in the hospital, and, like Mrs. May- 
brick, has been frequently transferred, and 
for the same reason. -While at Wormwood 
Scrubbs he was a model prisoner, so far as 
complying with the regulations was con- 
cerned, but his work was done in a perfunc- 
tory manner. I must decline to say at what 
labor he was employed. Like Mrs. May- 
brick, I do not think he would survive an- 
other year of prison life, but, fortunately 
for him, his sentence expires the last of 
March. Personally, I do not believe that 
any petitions for his release will be 
granted.’’ 


Gen. Palacio Dead. 


MADRID, Nov. 23.—Gen. Riva Palacio, 
the Mexican Minister to Spain, is dead. He 
was appointed Minister to Spain in 1886. 
During the war against the French in the 
'60s he was made Governor of the State of 
Mexico. As Secretary of Commerce he es- 
tablished the Central Meteorological Ob- 
servatory in the national ce, and as a 
literary man his productions are numer- 
ous. He was born in the City of Mexico

BLACKMAILING , KNOCKED OUT. 


Defendant Used to Run a Collection 
Agency and Threaten Debtors 
With Defamation of Character. 


Unless Alexander McCabe, a grocer at 
Grand and Cass avenues, files a motion for 
@ new trial before Thursday he will spend 
ten days in jail and pay $100 fine, besides 
big costs for conducting a blackmailing coi- 
lection agency. .: 

McCabe's trial ‘took place in the Court of 
Criminal Correction last Friday and lasted 
until nearly midnight. Thomas L. Fauntle- 
roy acted as judge because David Murphy, 


the usual occupant of the bench, thought 
the Supreme Court erred in reversing a rul- 
ing of his and sending the case back to him 
for trial. . 

Mr. Fauntleroy, who was chosen by Judge 
Murphy to sit m the case, Lstened to the 
testimony and, when it was all in, he 
eummed it up with a vigor that must have 
made McCabe's ears ring. 

The conviction of McCabe is a joy to the 
hearts of the thousands of persons who 
have been hounded by shameless collectors. 
His methods were the boldest ever tried in 
St. Louis, He, together with Henry 8. Mc- 
Cabe and H. M. Tileston, published a sheet 
called The Claimant. 

A client or subscriber sent into them the 
mame of a person who, he alleged,owed him 
a bill. Their first step was to send the al- 
ieged debtor a notice to the effect that the 
Claimant had been authorized to advertise 
the clal against him in its “For Sale 
column, e was also informed that cir- 
culars, branding him as a dead beat, would 
bé sent to his neighbors’ Jouses each month. 
This blackmailing notite closed with the 
proverb that ‘“‘Honesty is the best policy. 

McCabe and his associates carried out 
their threats if the bill was not paid and 
issued the circulars as weil as inserted the 
advertisements. 

Many persons who did not feel that they 
ehould pay the debt paid itas “hugh” money 
to prevent publication in the Claimant. 

James Post, a well-known and upright 
young man, thought that he had a fair 
offset to a doctor's bill and refused to pay 
him, The doctor put the claim in the hands 
of McCabe & Co., and Mr. Post was threat- 
ened and finally advertised. 

He believed he owed it as a duty to the 
community to prosecute the owners of the 
Claimant, and he got a warrant charging 
the two McCabes and Tileston on the charge 
of sending a threatening letter. 

When the case went to trial the first time 
the defendant's attorney filed a demurrer, 
which Judge Murphy erates. he alleging 
that the McCabe meth of collecting was 
pogeteenate. 

lowe & Howe, retained as special counsel 
for the State, appealed to the Supreme 
Court from the ruling, and Judge Murphy 
was reversed. The Supreme Court, in its 
deciston, laid down some elementary law for 
Judge Murphy's benefit, and made a scath- 
ing attack upon blackmailing as a means 
of collecting debts. 

The case was sent back to be tried 
on its merits, but Judge Murphy felt of- 
fended at the reversal and said he would ap- 
point a special judge to preside. 

All the evidence which Post and his law- 
yers accumulated against the claimant’s 
managers was presented at the trial. The 
principal evidence was the letter on which 
the case was based.

THE POLICE ARE IN DOUBT. 


But Kinsella Is Dead and Two Men 
Are Being Held for In- 
vestigation.

The fireman called an ambulance and Kin- 
sella was taken to the City Hospital. 

Dr. Sutter found that he was suffering 
from a cerebral hemorrhage and alcoholism. 
The hemorrhage was due to a fracture of 
the skull. ’ 

Sunday night Kinsella died and the police 
were notified. The body was sent to the 
Morgue. 

Mrs. Duncan, the keeper of the Locust 
street boarding house, said that when Kin- 
sella returned Sunday morning from the 
Restos station he got into a fight with George 

eyers and Lester Edmunds, who live at 
1112 Locust street. 

Bhe said she saw one of the men strike 
Kinsella on the head with a revolver, but 
she could not say which one it was. 

Meyers and Edmunds were arrested Mon- 
day by Special Officer Keeley and_ Patrol- 
man Bunting and will be held for the Cor- 
oner. 

Both men deny having had a fight with 
Kinsella and say that they had not seen him 
since Saturday night when he was arrested. 

The police are of the opinion that Kinsella 
Was not assaulted, but that he fell back- 
wards on the steps while attempting to 
open the door. ‘

It so happened that just about the time he 
left ‘Frisco the police department there 
were put on to the fact that “Count de 
Toulouse Lautrec’’ was none other than the 
famous international crook, card sharp and 
confidence man, known to the police of all 
the old world countries as Nicholas Savin. 
He had even served a five-year term in Si- 
beria for swindling a St. Petersburg firm. 

It was further learned that among the 
Russian’s other adventures he had aspired 
to the Bulgarian throne in the days so 
troublous for that country along in 1887, 
during the war with Servia. He succeeded 
at this time in fleecing large sums of money 
out of persons who believed in his claims. 
en all was laid before the Count, he 
got red in the face, but did not lose his 
nerve. He was a count on his mother’s side 
at least and his sentence to Siberia was for 
poHtical reasons. As to the rest of Savin’s 
crimes he was ignorant because he said 
he wasn’t Savin. 

This sort of thing might have gone in 
other countries, but it did not go here. The 
marked interest taken by business men in 
his doings faded at a terrific rate. Every- 
body concluded that investment in Siberian 
railroads was very dangerous and very soon 
the Count disappeared. 

He next turned up in Chicago, but his 
echemes failed to go any better there, for 
the newspapers kept trace of him. Since 
then he has been drifting around the coun- 
try doing the best he could. 

A short time ago he got into a row with 
a cabman, and having acquired the Ameri- 
can habit of hd ig, pistol, he tried to 
use it on Broadway. The result was his ar- 
rest and incarceration in the Tombs.

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IS AN INSTANCE OF REFORM. 


Traveled Over the State Lecturing and 
Plied His Housebreaking Trade 
Right and Left. 


William C, Delacey, who, with Gus Rose- 
winkle, was arrested Saturday, is recog- 
nized by the authorities as one of the 
most dgngerous all-around criminals in 
the country. The present charge against 
these men is the burglarizing of the War- 
renton Hardware and Furniture Co.’s store 
at Warrenton, Mo., last Wednesday night 
and stealing $125 worth of booty. 

Rosewinkle has admitted his guilt, im- 


plicating Delacey. . 

A portion of the plunder has been re- 
covered by the police, which had been 
disposed of at second-hand stores in this 
city. The men will be returned to War- 
renton to-day. 

Delacey showed a sample of his handiwork 
in Chicago about four years ago, when he 
and a pal entered a pawnshop there in 
broad daylight intent on robbery. The pro- 
prietor, an aged man, was alone in the 
store at the time. Both men presented pis- 
tols to the proprietor’s head and forced 
to accompany them to the rear of the store 
where a huge safe stood, with the doors 
wide ‘open, hey thrust the old man into 
the’ safe and closing the doors turned the 
combination, making him a prisoner. The 
thieves then looted the store and got away 
with about $7,000 worth of diamonds and 
jewelry. An hour later the proprietor’s:son 
returned to the store. Having occasion to 

o to the safe he opened the doors and 

ound his father insensible and almost dead 
from suffocation. 

The latter was revived and gave an ac- 
count of the robbery. 

A few months later Delacey’s was lo- 
cated in the St. Louls Work-house, where 
he was serving a term for carryi con- 
cealed weapons. He-was returned to ‘ica- 
go, convicted and given seven years in the 
penitentiary. 

In 1892 Delacey was arrested in this city 
charged counterfeiting. He was con- 
victed and given five years in the peniten- 
tiary. While in prison he made great pro- 
testations of religion and reform, which re- 
sulted in friends obtaining his pardon about 
@ year ago. 

He then started on a tour of ‘the State lec- 
turing on temperance and reform. 
The police claim that in nearly every town 
visited by Delacey on this tour a burglary 
or robbery would occur during his stay and 
they are satisfied that he is the man who 
planned and helped to carry out the jobs. 
They claim that the lecturing business was 
simply a cloak used by him as an aid in 
carrying on his criminal operations. 

About six weeks ago, while Delacey was 
lecturing in Hardin, Mo., he met Pilla 
Thompson, a 19-year-old 


parture and asked her to accompany him 
she assented. Delacey brought her to St. 
Louis and showed his true character by im- 
mediately installing her in a vile resort on 
Poplar street. She was arrested there last 
night by Sergt. Fox and a quantity of the 
plunder secured in the burglary et Warren- 
ton was found in her room, 

Charles Davis, a pal and fit running mate 


of Delacey, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon by Detectives McGra' O’Connell and 
Dewar at Twenty-third and Morgan streets. 


He has served two terms in the St. Louis 
jail on charges of counterfeiting, and one 
term in the Columbus (O.) penitentiary for 
burglary. Lately he seems to have devoted 
his attention to working confidence games. 
He is under arrest at present charged with 
fleecing a stranger out of $200 at the Union 
Station last week by means of a lock trick. 
The locks used in working such games were 
found on his person when arrested.

Serkgt. George Mueller, acting Captain of 
the First Police District, died Sunday night 
at his home, 613 Cerre street. He was af-
